I stopped the- 
ship thinking I would anchor; but as the 
fog occasionally lifted I proceeded. I saw 
Squat Rock and Bill Island at the snme 
time when the fog lifted. After passin; 
Bill Island I shaped my course, as marke

When I found the vessel 
was on.I' kept the engines going full- 
apeed astern, and laid a edge and a 
stream anchor out on the quarter and 
astern, It is 24 miles from Bill Island to 
svhere the vessol- struck, The tide began 
to flow after the vessel grounded. I sent | 
the supercargo to Swatow to get lighters to 
| discharge the ship. The lighters came 
alongside at 6 p.m., and-I began to discharge 
cargo. I also discharged into small’ boats 
which I hired. I put out about 600 tons of 
cargo At’7.20 the fog lifted and it was 
perfectly clear. I left Bill Island at 6.45 
a,m. and struck.at 6.10 am. During that 
interval -I stopped several times, but the 
tide swept me up the river.. Every one 
on board behayed properly. After passing 
Bill Island I did not increase the speed of 
the vessel, I have been ten times into 
Swatow, and on three of these timés.have 
had a pilot.. I have « good knowledge of 
Swatow. My hand line is marked at évery 
foot, I had a-chart on the bridge with 
me, Tho fog thickened after passing Bill 
Taland, snd it was then. I told the mate to 
let go the anchor.” We’ had made such a 
good course from Cape of Good Hopo that 
T resolved to stand in, and just clear Bill 
Tsland, and I kept on my-course thinking 
the fog would lit: as we got up the river. 
The tides at Swatow are very uncertain. 
It was ‘my intention to anchor if the 
weather did not clear up after passing the 
TOCK. , eS 

¥Tho first mate and chief engineer gave 
substantially similar evidence.

A meeting of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of the Opium Trade, presoded by 
jone, was held on tho 6th inst. 
may Park Conference Hall, 
‘Stoke Newington. A large muster of ladies 
and gentlemen responded to the “invitation 
of the committee, and the hall, which is of 
large dimensions, was well filled, Mr J. 
W. Pease, M.P., presided, ‘and was sup- 
orted by Mr W. Fowler, M.P. ; the Rev. 
ohn A Strickland, D.D.; the Rev. 
Calthrop, M.A.; the Rev. D. B. Hankin, 
Mr J. Bevan Braihtwaite, the Rev, John 
Edmond, D.D. ; the Rey, W. M. Statham, 
the Rev. David Hill, of the Wesleyan 
Missionary Society, Hankows Mr B. 
Broomhall, and the Rev. J. McCarthy, of 
the China Inlarid Mission ; ‘the Rey. Alfred 
Bax, Mr Donald Matheaun, Mr. Algernon 
C. P. Coote, and the Rev. W. Leask, D.D. 
Proceedings wete commenced by the 
reading of the 46th Psalm, which’ was
